ORDERS 

IVeio Delhi, the 21 st March 1972 

S.O. 221(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Inter-State 
Corporations Act, 1957 (38 of 1957), and sub-section (2) of section 38 of the 
State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 (53 of 1970), the Central Government, 
after consulting the Governments of the States of Punjab, Haryana and Himachal 
Pradesh and the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh, approves 
with ceitain modifications, the scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab 
relating to the reorganisation of the Administrator-General, Punjab, a corporation 
constituted under the Administrators-Generul Act, 1963 (45 of 1963) and func¬ 
tioning in the States of Punjab, Haryana, part of the State of Himachal Pradesh, 
and the Union territory of Chandigarh and for the purpose of giving effect to 
the scheme so approved, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order, namely— 

1 Short title and Commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Adminis¬ 
trator-General, Punjab (Reorganisation) Order, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of April, 1972. 

2. Definitions —In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act" means the Administrators-General Act, 1963 (45 of 1963); 

(b) “appointed day" means the date of commencement of this Order. 

(c) “Chandigarh Corporation" means the corporation constituted In res¬ 
pect of the Union territory of Chandigarh. 
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(d) “existing Corporation” means the Adiminstrator-General, Punjab con¬ 
stituted under the Act, functioning and operating immediately before 
the appointed day in the State of Punjab as it existed immediately 
before the first day of November, 19G6. 

(e) “Haryana Corporation" mean} the corporation constituted in respect 
c L the State of Haryana. 

(I) “Himachal Pradesh Corporation” means the corporation functioning 
under the Act in respect of the territories comprised in the State of 
Himachal Pradesh other than the territories specified m sub-section 
(tl of sortin' 5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 10GG (31 of 1%0). 

(g) “Punjab Corporation” means the existing corporation as reorganbeu 
under paragraph 3. 

(h) “Sciiedide” means a schedule appended to this Order. 

(i) “successor Corporation", in relation to the existing Corporation, means 
the Administrator General, Haryana or Administrator General, Himachal 
Traded! or Administrator General, Chandigarh, as the case may be. 

(i) ail other words and expressions used herein and not defined in this 
Oner but defined in the Act, shall have the meanings aliened to 
them m the Act. 

3 Reorganisation of tile existing corporation anti constitution of new eoijo- 
raflous in respect of (Savyana and Chandigarh and extension of jurisdiction of 
Himachal Pradesh Corporation.—(1) As from the appointed day, the e sit,ting 
corporation shall iunitioii In lespect of tht State -n Punjab by Llie name ‘the 
Administrator-General, Punjab” and there shall be constituted,■— 

(a) by the Slate of Haryana, a new corporation in rospo< t of the Stale of 
Haryana by the name “the Adnilinstrplor-Geneial, Haryana", and 

(b) by the Administrator uf the Union territory of Chandigarh a new 
corporation in respect of the Union tonitory of Chandigarh by the 
name “the Administrator-General, Chandigarh". 

(2) As from t u o ' opolnto.1 day, the Himachal Pradesh Corporation shall Junc¬ 
tion also in respect o£ the teriitoi ies specified in sub section (1) oi 'action 5 
of the Punjab Re-organisation Ael, 1M0G 1 3> of IttGGl. 

4. Tiansfer of Administration of Assets.—(1) The administration of the estates 
under the charge of the existing Corporation as specified in Schedule I shall, 
as from the appointed day, be transferred, along with th c relevant records, to the 
Haryana Corporation; 

(2) The administration of all assets under the charge of the existing Corpo¬ 
ration as specified in Schedule II shall, as from the appointed day, be transferred, 
along with the relevant records, to the Himachal Pradesh Corporation; 

(3) The remaining estates and records shall remain with the Punjab Corpo¬ 
ration; 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragraphs (1) to (3), the 
Central Government may, on un application made within one year from the 
appointed day by the Punjab Corporation or any successor Corporation or by 
any person beneficially interested in any estate administered by the Punjab 
Corporation or any of the successor Corporations by virtue of sub-paragraphs 
(1) and (21, and after giving an opportunity of being heard, to the Administrator- 
General who is administering the estate on the date of the application, direct 
that the administration of the estate or any asset thereof shall be transferred 
to the other Corporation concerned and thereupon the latter Corporation shall 
administer such estate or asset as fully and effectually for the purposes of the 
Act, as if it had been originally under its administration under the Act: 

Provided that no such direction shall be issued unless the consent of the 
Corporation to which the administration is to be transferred, is obtnined. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragraphs (1) to (3), the 
Punjab Corporatilon shall allow any successor Corporation or a person authoris¬ 
ed in this behalf by It in writing and each successor Corporation shall allow 
the Punjab Corporation or any other successor Corporation or a person authorised 
in this behalf in writing by the Punjab Corporation or other successor Corporation 
to inspect any record relating to an estate allocated under this Order and to 
take extracts or copies therefrom. 
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5. Transfer of proceedings under the provisions of the Act pending before the 
existing Corporation. —All proceedings under section 29 and 30 of the Act pending 
before the existing Corporation immediately before the appointed day shall as 
from that day.— 

(a) if they relate to assets situated in the State of Haryana, stand trans¬ 

ferred to the Administrator-General. Haryana; 

(b) if they relate to assets situated in the State of Himachal Piadesh stand 

transferred to the Administrator-General, Himachal Pradesh; 

(c) if they relate to assets situated in the Union territory of Chandigarh, 

stand transferred to the Administrator-General, Chandigarh, 

,d) in other cases, be deemed to be pending before the Punjab Corpi.ation; 
and the Corporation conce.ned shdl deal with such proceedings accord'ng to law.

9. Division of the General Purposes Fund.—The assets in the General Purposes 

Fund immediately before the appointed day, left after discharging the liability 
in respect of rent for the office building occupied by the existing Corporation for 
the period from the ?2nd day of Mav, 1958. upto the appointed day, shall be 
divided among the Puniab Corporation and the successor Corporations in the ratio 
01 vr Pi C7 "3 • 7 10 0 79 

Provided that it anv claim a uses any tim° after th=> appointed dav for the 
refund of the amount of interest "eali'e 1 from time to time in any account upto 
the appointed day which may have been c’-°dited to ’he account of th° General 
Purposes Fund and divided among the Punjab Corporation and the successor Cor¬ 
porations. the liability, if any, on account of such claim shall be shared by the 
Puniab Corporation and the successor Corporations in the same ratio. 

10. Division of certain moneys held by the existing Corporation. —( 1 ) where 
any assets held by the existing Corporation at any time after the 1st November, 
1966, and immediately before the appointed day have been transferred to the 
account and credit of the Government in pursuance of section 51 of the Act or 
become so transferable at any time on or after the appointed dav, they shall be 
divided between the Governments of Punjab. Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and the 
Union in the ratio of 54.84 : 37.38 : 7.19 : 0.59. 

Provided that if any amount in lieu of any part thereof is or becomes payable 
to a claimant in accordance with section 52 of the Act, those Governments shall 
contribute towards the payment of the amount in the same ratio. 
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(2) For the removal o! doubt it lg hereby declared that the provisions of thX 
paragraph shall apply also to th e net assets recoverable by the existing Corpora¬ 
tion from the Administrator General, Lahore after adjustment of assets held In 
trust by the existing Corporation in the account of Mr. T. H. Norris. 

11. Other assets and liabilities. —The benefit or burden of any assets or liabili¬ 
ties of the existing Corporation not dealt with In the foregoing provisions, shall,— 

(I) if they relate to any estate specified in the Schedules, pass to the succes¬ 

sor Corporation concerned; 

(II) in any other case, pass to the Punjab Corporation. 

12. Special audit of accounts.—(1) The accounts of the existing Corporation 
shall be audited up to the day immediately preceding the appointed day by the 
person by whom and in the manner by which they could have been required to 
be audited under section 43 of the Act, had this Order not been made. 

(2) The statement, report and certificate relating to the audit shall be forward¬ 
ed by the auditor to each of the Governments of the States of Punjab, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh and the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh. 

13. Benefit of Insurance by Government.—Where the Government have, before 
the appointed day, been insured as provided in sub-section (2) of section 41 of the 
Act, the benefit of any such insurance shall be available to the State concerned 
with the estate or assets In respect of which the liability covered by the insurance 
arises and If the liability is not relatabie to any such estate or assets, the benefit 
shall be available to the State of Punjab. 

14. Legal Proceedings.—(J) Where immediately before the appointed day, the 
existing Corporation is or is deemed to be a party to any legal proceedings in 
respect of any estate, rights or liabilities vested In the Punjab Corporation or any 
successor Corporation by this Order, that Corporation shall, as from that day, 
be deemed to be substituted as a party to those proceedings or added as party 
thereto, as the case may require, and the proceedings may continue accordingly. 

(2) Where immediately before the appointed day, the existing Corporation is 
or fs deemed to be a partly to any legal proceedings in respect of any properties, 
rights or liabilities other than those referred to in sub-paragraph O), the Punjab 
Corporation shall, as from that day, be deemed to be substituted for the existing 
Corporation as a party to those proceedings or added as a party thereto, and the 
proceedings may continue accordingly. 

15 Provisions relating to the Employees of the Existing Corporation.—All the 

officers and staff of the existing Corporation holding office Immediately before the 
appointed day shall, as from that date, be deemed to have been allotted to serve 
under the Punjab Corporation on the same brms and conditions as were applicahl“ 
to them immediately before that day. until they are duly varied by a competent 
authority under the Act. 


16. Contracts. —Where before the appointed day, the existing Corporation has 
made any contract which on that date Is subsisting, that contract shall be deemed 
to have been made:— 

(a) If the purposes of the rontract are as from the appointed day exclusive¬ 

ly rHa+able to the Administrator-General, Haryana, by that Adminis¬ 
trator-General; 

(b) if the purposes of the contract are as from the appointed day exclusive¬ 

ly relatabie lo the Administrator-General, Himachal Pradesh, by that 
Administrator-General; and 

(c) In any other case, by the Punjab Corporation; and accordingly, all rights 

and liabilities which have accrued or may accrue under any such 
contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been the 
rights and liabilities of the existing Corporation, be the rights and 
liabilities of the successor Corporation concerned or the Punjab Cor¬ 
poration as the case may be.

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S.4>. 222(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Inter- 
State Corpointions Act, 1957 (38 of 1957), and sub-section (2) oi '.ection 38 of the 
State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 (53 of 1970), the Central Government, after 
con&u'ting the Governments of the States of Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh 
and the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh, approves with certain 
modifications, the scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab relating to 
the reorganisation of the Official Trustee, Punjab, a Corporation constituted under 
the Official Trustees Act, 1913 (Act II of 1913) and functioning in the Srates of 
Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh and the Union territory of Chandigarh 
and for the purpose of giving effect to the scheme, so approved, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following Order, namely:— 

1 , Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Official 
Trustee, Punjab (Reorganisation) Order, 1972. 

(2) II shall come into force on the first day of April, 1972. 

2. Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Official Trustees Act, 1913 (Act 2 of 1913); 

(b) “appointed day” means the date of commencement of this Order, 

(c) “Chandigarh Corporation” means the corporation constituted in lespect 

of the Union territory of Chandigarh; 

(d) "existing Corporation” means the Official Trustee, Punjab constituted 

under the Act, functioning and operating immediately before the 
appointed day in the State of Punjab as it existed immediately befor" 
the first day of November, 1966; 

(e) “Haryana Corporation” means the corporation constituted in respect of 

the State of Haryana; 

(f) “Himachal Pradesh Corporation" means the corporation functioning 

under the Act in respect of the territories comprised in the Slate 
of Himachal Tradesh other than the territories specified in sub-se.tion 
(1) of section 5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966): 

(g) “Punjab Corporation” mean s the existing Corporal ion as reorganised 

under paragraph 3; 

(h) “Schedule" means a Schedule appended to this Order; 

(i) “successor Corporation” in relation to th e existing Corporation, means 

the Official Trustee, Haryana or Official Trustee, Hima'hal Pradesh or 
Official Trustee, Chandigarh, as the case may be. 

(j) all other words and expressions used herein and not defined in this Older 

hut defined in the Act, shall have the meanings assigned to them in 
the Act. 

3 Reorganisation of the existing corporation and constitution of new corpo¬ 
rations for Haryana and Chandigarh and extension of jurisdiction of Himachal 
Pradesh Corporation. —(1) As from the appointed day, the existing corporation 
shah function in respect of the State of Punjab by the name “the Official Trustee, 
Punlab”, and there shall be constituted,— 

(a) by the State of Haryana, a new corporation in respect of the State of 
Harynna by the name "the Official Trustee, Haryana", and 

(h) by the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh, a new cor- 
poration in respect of the union territory of Chandigarh by the name 
“the Official Trustee, Chandigarh”. 

(2) As from the appointed day, the Himachal Pradesh Coruoration shall function 
aho in respect of the territories specified in sub-section (1) of section 5 of the 
Puniab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966). 

4. Vesting of Trust Properties. —(i) From and out of the properties vested In 
the existing Corporation immediately before the appointed day, the properties 
subject to the trusts specified in Schedule I (including all documents of title end 
relevant records) shall, as from the appointed uay, vest in the Haryana Corporation. 

(2) From and out of the properties vested in Ihe existing Corporation imme¬ 
diately before the appointed day, the properties subject to the trusts specified in 
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Schedule II (Including all documents ol title and relevant records) shall, as Irani 
the appointed day, vebt in the Himachal Pradesh Corporation, 

(3) The remaining properties and records shall remain with the Punjab Corpo¬ 
ration. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragraphs (1) to (3), the Central 
Government may, on an application made within a period of one year from the 
appointed day by the Punjab Corporation or any of th e successor Corporations or 
by any person benellcially interested in any property vested in the Punjab Corpo¬ 
ration or any of the successor Corporation by virtue of sub-paragraphs (1) and (2) 
or by any person in charge of the management of such prnpeity, pnd after giving 
an opportunity oi being hcaid, to Ihe Official Trustee in whom the property ve„1s 
ou the date; uf application, direct that the whole or any part of such properly 
shall cease to be vest.-i I m the Corporation in winch it is vested by sub-paragiHpln 
(1) to (3) and Le vested in the other Corporation concerned and thereupon it shall 
vest in that other Corporation as fully and effectually for the purpo.es i>. the 
Act, as ii it had been orignally vested in it under the Act: i mvided 111. t no such 1 
direction shall be issued unless the consent of the Corporation in which the pro- 
t-'- j rty is to be vested, is obtained. 

(.">) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragiaphs (1) to (3), the Punjab 
Corporation shall allow at any time am- successor Corporation nr a person aullirais¬ 
ed by it m wiitmg in this behalf and each succe^fcor Coronation shall a! ow (hr 
Punjab Corporation or any otll'T successor Corporation ur a person r.utl; n-oi in 
this lieliail m wilting by Ihe Punjab Coiporation nr < thcr siu'cessoi Coipi union 
to inspect any record relating to a trust allocated under tins Order and"to take 
extracts nr copies therefrom. 

3. Division of Fees Collected and Expenditure incurred from 1st November, 
1966 till the appointed day.—The fees collected and the expenditure (ilrchiditig 
stationery, punting charges, scdmii s dlowances, pension contributions, gratuities, 
etc.) incurred during ihe period between the 1st November, 1936 and the appointed 
day, shall be divided between the Governments of Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pra¬ 
desh and the Union in the ratio of 54.24 : 27.38 . 7.19 : 0.59. 

6 . Recovery of OnKamling Fees and Dues.—The light to recover Ires and oilin' 
dues recoverable imd ;i . vet i nmrdiatuly before the appointed day in rrsput of 
any of the trusts and properties specified in the Scherlulc-s shall belong fo ihe 
successor Corporation concerned and in other cases shall belong to the Punjab 
Corporation, 

7, Division of Assets and Liabilities not relatable to any specific Trust, -The 
benefit or burden of any cash balance, assets or liabilities of the existing Corporation 
immediately before the appointed day not specifically relatable exclusively to a 
trust shall be divided among the Punjab Corporation and the successor Corporations 
in the ratio of 54.84: 37.38: 7,19: 0.59: 

Provided that all items of stores and dead stock account of the office of the 
existing Corporation, except the books and documents in the Library thereof, shall 
be deemed to be allocated to the office of the Punjab Corporation: 

Provided further thnt the books and documents in the Library of tbe existing 
Corporation shall be divided among the Funjab Corporation and the su 'c^ssor 
Corpora+ions in ihe ratio of 54.84: 37.38: 7,19: 0.59. 

8 Division <if the General Purposes Fluid.—The assets In the General Purposes 
Fund immediately before the appointed day, left after discharging the lia'-ility in 
respect of rent for the office building occupied by the existing Corporation for the 
period from the 2nd day of May, 1958 upto the appointed day, shall be divided 
among the Punjab Corporation and the successor Corporations in the ratio of 54.84: 
37.38: 7.19: 0.59: 

Provided that if any claim arises any time after the appointed day for the 
refund of the amount of interest realised from time to time in any account upto 
the appointed day which may have been credited to the account of the General 
Purposes Fund and divided among the Punjab Corporation and the sucoessor Cor¬ 
porations. the liability, if any. on account of such claim shall be shared by the 
Punjab Corporation and the successor Corporations in the same ratio, 

9. Division of certain moneys held by the existing Corporation. — (1) Where any 
assets held by the existing Corporation at any time after th e 1st November, 1P96B, 
and immediately before the appointed day have been transferred to the account and 
credit of the Government in pursuance of section 23 of the Actc or becomes to 
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transferable at any time on or after the appointed day, they shall be divided bet¬ 
ween the Governments of Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and the Union in 
the ratio of 54.84: 37.38: 7.19: 0.59: 

Provided that if any amount in lieu of any part thereof is or becomes payable 
to a claimant in accordance with section 24 of the Act, 1.Governments shall 
contribute towards the payment of the amount in the same ratio. 

(2) For the removal of doubt it is hereby declared that the provisions of this 
paragraph shall apply also to th e net assets recoverable by the existing Corporation 
!!rom the Official Trustee, Lahore after adjustment of assets held in trust by Ihe 
existing Corporation in the account of Mr. T. H. Norris. 

10. Other Assets and Liabilities.—The benefit or burden cl any assets or 
liabilities of the existing Corporation not dealt with in the foregoing provisions 
shall,— 

(i) if they relate to any trust specified in the Schedules, pass to the successor 
Corporation concerned: 

<u) in any other case, pass to the Punjab Corporation, 

11. Special Audit of Accounts. —(i) liia accounts of the existing Corporation 
shah he audited upto the day immediately preceding the appointed day by the person 
by whom and in the manner in which they could have been required to be audited 
unde'- sjvion 19 of the Ad, had this Order no, been made. 

(.21 Ihe statement, repott and certificate relating to the an'fit shall be forw; fiad 
by the auditor to each of the Governments of the States of Punjab, Hatysna, 
Himachal Pradesh and the Administrator of !'ne Union 'erritury Ox Ch; i difarh. 

12 . Benefit o[ Insurance by Government. -Where the Government have before 
the apfeint; l day, been insured as provided in suc-scction ( 2 ) of rv-tion 1 ! cl he 
Act the benefit of any such insurance shi.lt be available to the State c-' .v err.'-cl 
with the ! rust in respect of which the iiariPty covered by Ihe insurance crises 
and if the liability is not re’atable to any trust, the benefit shail be available to 
the Slate of Punjab. 

13. Legal Proceedings.—(1) Where immediately before the appointed clay the 
exist.ng Corporation is or is deemed to be a party to any legal proceedings in 
respect of any properties, rights or liabilities vested in the Punjab Corporation or 
any successor Corporation by this Order, that. Coepontion shall, as fnm that day, 
be. deemed to be substituted for the existing Corporation as a party to these pro¬ 
ceedings or added as a party thereto, as .he care may require, and the proceedings 
may continue accordingly. 

(2) Where immediately before the appointed day. the existing Corporation is 
or is deemed to he a party to any legal proceedings in respect of any properties, 
rights or liabilities ether than those referred to in sub-paragraph (It,' the Punjab 
Corporation shad, as from that day be deemed to h° substituted for the existing 
Corporation as a parly to " 1 ” cr added as a party thereto, as the 

case may require, arid the ■ r-onti me accordingly. 

14. Provisions relating to employees of the existing Corporation —All officers 
and staff of the existing Corporation holding office immediately before the appoint¬ 
ed day shall as from that date, be deemed to have been allotted to serve under 
the Punjab Corporation on the same terms and conditions as were applicable to 
them immediately before that date until they are duly varied by a competent autho¬ 
rity under the Act. 

15. Contracts. —Where before the appointed day the existing Corporation has 
made any contract which on that day is subsisting, that -ontract shall he ceerneed 
to have been made—• 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are as from the appointed day exclusively 

relatable to the Official Trustee, Haryana by that Official Trustee; 

(b) if the purposes 'of the contract are as from the appointed day exclusively 

relatable to the Official Trustee, Himachal Pradesh, by that Official 
Trustee; 

(c) in any other case, by the Punjab Corporation; and accordingly, all lights 

and liabilities which have aecured or may accrue under any such 
contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been the rights 
and liabilities of the existing Corporation be fhe rights and liabilities 
of the successor Corporation concerned or fhe Punjab Corporation as 
the case may be.
